Henry  Reinagle,  the  son  of  Philip  Reinagle,  R.A.,  and  brother  of 
George  Philip  Reinagle,  the  great  marine  artist  of  the  18th  century, 
migrated  to  this  country  in  1810.

A  copy  of  Commodore  Macdonough's  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  which  shows  the  importance  of  this  Victory  to  the  American 
cause,  is  as  follows: 

"U.S.Ship  Saratoga,  off  Plattsburg,  September  11,  1814. 
Sir, 

The  Almighty  has  been  pleased  to  grant  us  a  signal  victory  on 
Lake  Champlain,  in  the  capture  of  1  frigate,  1  brig,  and  2  sloops  of 
war  of  the  enemy. 

I  have  the  honour  to  be  very  respectfully, 

Sir,  your  most  obedient  servant, 
T.  Macdonough."

The  Man  of  War  "Majestic"  was  built  in  1785,  was  1642  tons,  and 
carried  a  crew  of  590  men.  With  the  exception  of  the  English  man- 
of-war  "Victory",  no  vessel  in  the  British  navy  served  in  so  many 
important  sea  battles,  and  was  so  distinguished  as  the  "Majestic". 
She  was  engaged  in  Howe's  victory  off  Ushant  June  1st,  1794,  when 
Lord  Howe  for  the  great  victory  won  by  him  was  presented  with  a 
diamond-hilted  sword. 

At  Ushant,  owing  to  the  disabled  condition  of  the  British  vessels  sev- 
eral of  the  French  ships  were  able  to  limp  into  port.    The  British, 
however,  captured  seven  of  the  largest  of  the  French  ships. 
The  "Majestic"  was  in  action  under  the  then  Rear  Admiral  Nelson

vessels  were  still  in  close  action.  Captain  Westcott,  though  mortally 
wounded  and  dying,  ordered  his  Lieutenant  not  to  surrender.  The 
dawn  of  the  following  day  found  the  firing  resumed,  but  the  French 
were  beaten  and  while  four  ships  escaped,  nine  surrendered,  among 
which  was  the  "Tonnant".
